Vote Curbs Control

BONN, Germany (AP) — Aging 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 12- 
year 
iron-fisted rule over West 
Germany was in doubt today, aft­ 
er his party lost its majority in 
Sunday's parliamentary elections. 


But W'est Germany, with its 
powerful army and its booming 
economy, remains firmly in the 
Western camp. At the most there 
could be some minor changes in 
its outlook on the crucial East-' 
West struggle over Berlin. 


Adenauer’s Christian Democra­ 
tic party lost 5 per cent of its 
popular support 
and 
about 40 
seats in the new 497-man Parlia-j 
ment which will hold its first 
meeting in mid-October. 


The chancellor must be elected 
by majority vote of the new Par­ 
liament. Before it meets Oct. 17, 
Adenauer’s party must hold talks 
with one of its opponents—West 
Berlin Mayor Willy Brandt’s So­ 
cial Democrats or the Free Dem- 
I ocrats.

U.N. Plane 


Graft Passes Over 
Airport, Then Flies 
Mysteriously Away 


NDOLA, 
Northern 
Rhodesia 
(AP)—Rhodesian officials report­ 
ed that Hag Hammarskjold died 
today in the crash of a plane car- 
ryuig the U N. Secretary-General 
on a mission to seek peace rn th® 
Congo. 


The slight, sandy-haired Seer®, 
tarv-General of the United Na­ 
tions, 56. was flying from I Leopold­ 
ville for truce talks at this North­ 
ern Rhodesian copper mining cen­ 
ter with President Mots® Tshomb® 
of secessionist Katanga. 


Rhodesian authorities said th® 
wreckage of his plane—a DC6B 
shot up by Katanga rebels Friday, 
but subsequently repaired — wa* 
found in the bush country at th® 
Congo-Rhodesian 
border. 
They 
said his body was definitely iden­ 
tified. 


There were nine other persnr* 
aboard the plane, including fiv® 
crewmen. No sign of survivor* 
was reported here. 


The plane was the object of a 
widespread search by U N., Bn®. 
ish. American and Rhodesian air­ 
craft for more than 15 hours. At 
midnight it checked in over th® 
Ndola Airport for a landing arx!

Council is scheduled to consider 
legislation Tuesday night trans­ 
ferring administration of the sew-) 
age disposal system from the safe- 
tv-service director’s office to the 
Board of Public Utilities, which 
has operated the city water de­ 
partment since 1952 


The change in responsibility for 
"operation and management” of 
the treatment plant in West End 
and a complex system of trunk 
lines, interceptor sewers and lift 
stations will pass to the unsal­ 
aried board Nov. I if the legisla­ 
tion is approved. 


Since the disposal system went 
into operation in 1958, it technic­ 
ally has been die responsibility 
of the director’s office. However, 
the water department has han­ 
dled such administrative details 
as collection of quarterly bills be­ 
cause both sewage charges and 


water bills are based on water 
consumption. 


But the legislative change w i l l 
shift other responsibilities to the 
utilities board, including the han­ 
dling of personnel and purchase 
of supplies. 


State law provides that opera 
Hon of both the sewage system 
and the water department will be 
the director’s responsibility unless 
Council creates a Board of Public 
utilities and designates it to oper­ 
ate one or both of the systems 
The board initially was set up 
in 1952 and given the job of run 
ning the water department, with 
the understanding it might later 
be asked to assume administra­ 
tion of the sewage system. 
W. 0 . Schneider is chairman of 
the utilities board.

By The Associated Press 
The city of Akron counted at 
least 16 victims of violent death 
this weekend 
A toll of this type, resulting 
from a series of accidents and 
other types of killings, was be­ 
lieved unprecedented in the recent 
history of Ohio cities. 
In the memory of veteran news 
men, never before has a single; 
Ohio city recorded so many vio­ 
lent deaths in a 54-hour period- 
including fatalities of residents 
both at home and away—except; 
in major catastrophes such as 
floods, airplane crashes and alike 
or war. 
Akron’s toll included at least 
four of its residents who met 
death in traffic accidents else 
where between 6 p. rn. Friday and 
midnight Sunday. 
In the city itself, five persons— 
two of them Akronites—died in 
traffic accidents, four young chil 
dren perished when their home, 
caught fire and three persons 
were shot to death, one acciden­ 
tally. 
Two of the Akron 
shooting 
deaths—a father who put a bullet 
in his brain after fatally wound­ 
ing his 2-year-old son with the 
same pistol—were not included in 
the state’s over-all toll of acct 
dental fatalities. 
Neither were the three fatali­ 
ties (rf Akrorutes outside the state 
Ohio recorded at least 25 acci 
dental deaths oyer the weekend- 
14 in traffic, 2 by drowning and 
I from miscellaneous causes. 
'Hie miscellaneous c a t e g o r y 
comprised five fire deaths, in­ 
cluding the four in Akron, a Ham­ 
ilton County youth who died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, and 
three shooting fatalities, including 
an Akronite who played a game of 
Russian roulette. 
In traffic, one multiple fatality 
accident was r e c o r d e d . Two 
young Barberton men were killed 
when their car skidded into a util­ 
ity pole . . . in Akron.

Question: There is a retaining 


wall at the rear of our house. 


It is made up of irregular stones 


filled with some kind of m ortar 


or cement. The m ortar joints are 


beginning to disintegrate and I 
am afraid that, in time, the wall 
may begin to fall apart. How can 
I go about repairing the joints? 


Answer: Using a hamm er and 
a cold chisel, knock out all loose 
m ortar in the joints. Don’t dis­ 
tu rb the m ortar which still is 
firm and solidly joined to the 
stones. 


After this has been done, use a 
stiff brush to clean out any de­ 
bris, dust or dirt. Possibly t h e 
most important part of the job 
climes next: 
thoroughly wetting 
down the openings, as well a., 
the surrounding surface, before 
applying the new mortar. 


This new m ortar can be bought 
ready-mixed, requiring only t h e 
addition of water, or it can be a 
mixture of one part of portland 
cement to 2*a parts of sand, plus 
about IO per cent by bulk or vol­ 
ume of hydrated lime. 


Five gallons of water per a EH) 
pound sack of cement is about 
right if the sand is average in 
moisture content If it is very wet 
sand, then less water should be. 
used 
Use a trowel to get the 
mixture into the openings, pack­ 
ing the m ortar as tightly as possi­ 
ble. 
TTie patched areas should be 
wet down at least once a day for 
four of five days — even more 
if the wall is exposed constantly 
to tun and wind

Furniture refinishing is a fun 
project, especially when you’ve 
acquired some “fabulous buy.” 
and see its beauty restored little 
by little. 
A comfortable, well-ventilated 
arca is helpful to the success of 
the refinishing project 
A bam 
or garage is ideal, but a spot out­ 
doors rn cooler weather eliminat- 
! es mess and hazards of inflamma­ 
ble materials. 
Before you begin refinishing 
furniture, analyze it. Will it stand 
stress and strain when you have 
repaired it? This is especially 
tm* of chairs. 
One can do a good upholstery 
job — strengthening springs, pad­ 
ding with cotton, burlappmg. But 
leg and rung repair is another 
matter. A loose rung may be be­ 
yond repair by an amateur, hav­ 
ing already been shaved by the 
previous owner, also an amateur, 
perhaps. 
It is best to seek out a chair 
repairer at the start. And for a 
small 
amount expended, 
y o u 
could have a good chair. If the 
leg ii broken, it will surely re­ 
quire the help of an experienced 
worker, since a new leg may be 
required, and special refinishing 
problems may be encountered. 
More luck can be anticipated 
in the repair of rockers, although 
problems occur with loose spin 
dies as in the case of Boston 
rockers, hut these are usually 
easier to handle than chair rungs 
Bureaus, desks, wash stands 
dry sinks, end tables, tavern ta­ 
bles, offer greater rewards to the 
refinishes 
Large flat areas give some in­ 
dication that work is progress- 


I mg. even though a little snag will 
occur here and there in coping 
1 with veneer or ornamentation. 
The first step is to remove the 
old stain or paint with paint or 
varnish remover. When the old 
finish has loosened, it should be 
removed with a cloth and scrap­ 
ed gently with a tool designed for 
the purpose. 
An alcohol varnish cutter or 
paint solvent should be applied to 
clean the piece. (Carving may be 
cleaned with complexion brushes, 
tooth brushes, pipe cleaners Beer 
can openers are dandy for hard- 
to-get-at comers and moldings.) 
Steel wool is nibbed over the 
entire piece until you have reach- ] 
ed the true surface of the wood 
A coat of shellac is applied 
and when dry rubbed down with 
steel wool. Seven days and seven 


nights is the usual formula on 
shellac and steel wool, alternating 
between the two until you have 


a glossy steel-like surface. .After 
j the surface seems just right, dull 
the shine by applying a coat of 
linseed oil mixed with powdered 
rottenstone. 
Nicks and gouges should he re­ 
paired before beginning the pro­ 
ject and any number of methods 
may be used. Scratches may be 
taken out by applying a wet blot­ 
ter over the scratch, and a steam 
iron over that.

D ie city of Akron counted at 
least IS victims of violent death 
this weekend 
A toll of this type, resulting 
from a series of accidents and 
other types of killings, was be­ 
lieved unprecedented in the recent 
history of Ohio cities. 
In the memory of veteran news­ 
men. never before has a single 
Ohio city recorded so many vio­ 
lent deaths in a 54-hour period- 
including 
fatalities of residents 
both at home and away—except 
in major catastrophes such as 
floods, airplane crashes and alike, 
or war. 
Akron's toll included at least 
four of its residents who met 
death in traffic accidents else­ 
where between 6 p. rn. Friday and 
midnight Sunday. 
In the city itself, five persons— 
two of them A conites—died in 
traffic accidents, four young chil­ 
dren perished when their home 
caught fire 
and three persons' 
were shot to death, one acciden­ 
tally. 
Two of 
the 
.Akron 
shooting 
deaths—a father who put a bullet 
in his brain after fatally wound­ 
ing his 2-year-old son with the 
same pistol—were not included in 
the state's over all toll of acci­ 
dental fatalities 
Neither were the three fatali­ 
ties of Akrowtes outside the state 
Ohio recorded at least 25 acci­ 
dental deaths over the weekend- 
14 rn traffic. 2 by drowning and 
I from miscellaneous causes. 
The miscellaneous c a t e g o r y 
comprised five fire deaths, in­ 
cluding the four in Akron a Ham­ 
ilton County youth who died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, and 
three shooting fatalities, including 
an Akromte who played a game of 
Russian roulette. 
In traffic, one multiple fatality 
accident was r e c o r d e d . Two 
young Barberton men were killed 
when their car skidded into a util­ 
ity pole . . . in Akron

wall at the rear of our house 


It is made up of irregular stones 


filled with some kind of m ortar 


or cement. The m ortar joints are 


beginning to disintegrate and I 
am afraid that, in time, the wall 
may begin to fall apart. How can 
I go about repairing the joints? 


Answer: Using a hammer and 
a cold chisel, knock out all loose 
mortar in the joints. Don’t dis­ 
tu rb the m ortar which still is 
5 firm and solidly joined to the 
stones.

After this has been done, use a 
! stiff brush to clean out any de­ 
bris. dust or dirt. Possibly t h e 
most important part of the job 
conies next: 
thoroughly wetting 
down the openings, as well a., 
the surrounding surface, before 
j applying the new mortar. 


This new m ortar can be bought 
I ready-mixed, requiring only t h e 
1 addition of water, or it can he a 
mixture of one part of portland 
cement to 2l j parts of sand plus 
about IO per cent by bulk or vol­ 
ume of hydrated lime 


Five gallons of water per a 90- 
pound sack of cement is about 
right if the sand is average in 
moisture content If it is very wet 
sand, then less water should be 
used 
Use a trowel to get the 
mixture into the openings, pack­ 
ing the m ortar as tightly as possi­ 
ble. 


The patched areas should be 
wet down at least once a day for 
four of five days — even more 
if tile wall is exposed constantly 
to Min and wind

Furniture refinishing is a fun1 
project, especially when you've 
acquired some ‘‘fabulous buy," 
and see its beauty restored little 
by little. 


A comfortable, well-ventilated 
area is helpful to the success of 
the refinishing project. A ham 
or garage is ideal, but a spot out- j 
doors in cooler weather eiiminat 
es mess and hazards of inflamma­ 
ble materials. 


Before 
you 
begin 
refinishing 
furniture, analyze it. Will it stand 
stress and strain when you have 
repaired it? This is especially 
true of chairs. 


One can do a good upholstery 
job — strengthening springs, pad­ 
ding with cotton, burlappmg. But 
leg and rung repair is another 
matter. A loose rung may be be­ 
yond repair by an amateur, hav­ 
ing already been shaved by the 
previous owner, also an amateur, 
perhaps. 


It is best to seek out a chair 
repairer at the start. And for a 
small 
amount 
expended, 
y o u 
could have a good chair. If the 
leg is broken, it will surely re­ 
quire the help of an experienced 
worker, since a new leg may be 
required, and special refinishing 
problems may be encountered. 


More luck can he anticipated 
in the repair of rockers, although 
problems occur with loose spin 
dies as in the case of Boston 
rockers, hut these are usually 
easier to handle than chair rungs 


Bureaus, desks, wash stands, 
dry sinks, end tables, tavern ta­ 
bles. offer greater rewards to the 
refinishers 
Large flat areas give some in­ 
dication that work is progress­ 


ing, even though a little snag will 
occur here and there in coping 
with veneer or ornamentation. 


The first step is to remove the* 
old stain or paint with paint or 
varnish remover. When the old 
finish has loosened, it should be 
removed with a cloth and scrap­ 
ed gently with a tool designed for 
the purpose. 


An alcohol varnish cutter or 
paint solvent should be applied to 
clean the piece. (Carving may be 
cleaned with complexion brushes, 
tooth brushes, pipe cleaners Beer 
can openers are dandy for hard- 
to-get-at comers and moldings.) 


Steel wool is rubbed over the 
entire piece until you have reach­ 
ed the true surface of the wood 


A coat of shellac is applied 
and when dry rubbed down with 
steel wool. Seven days and seven 


nights is the usual formula on 


shellac and steel wool, alternating 


between the two until you have 


a glossy steel-like surface. After 


the surface seems just right, dull 


the shine by applying a coat of 


lmseed oil mixed with powdered 


rottenstone. 
Nicks and gouges should be re­ 
paired before beginning the pro­ 
ject and any number of methods 
may be used. Scratches may be 
taken out by applying a wet blot­ 
ter over the scratch, and a steam 
iron over that.
